While Govari contains similar 
aspects to the claims, these features are used for an entirely different, unrelated 
purpose, i.e., for the correction of metallic objects within the field and not for position 
determination. Also, Gilbert performs a method different than the claimed invention in 
that each and every point is mapped and compared.
